Please find attached a Word document containing a Supplemental Proposed Amendment that addresses the issues we 
discussed on Tuesday, August 18th. For your convenience, please note that the proposed amendments to the independent 
claims clarify features relating to tangible hardware elements and the manner in which the credit card issuer creates 
anonymous transaction numbers. 

In particular, regarding the features clarifying the tangible hardware elements, the proposed amendments to the independent 
claims include features relating to a network connection that links a computer to a credit card issuer (e.g., as described in the 
Specification at least on page 8, lines 7-13). Additionally, the proposed amendments to the system recited in independent 
claim 6 include features relating to a storage device that contains information corresponding to a user's real credit card 
account (e.g., as described in the Specification at least on page 4, lines 8-19 and page 8, lines 14-25). 

Regarding the features clarifying the the manner in which the credit card issuer creates anonymous transaction numbers, the 
proposed amendments to the independent claims are modeled after the language in the Specification at least on page 5, lines 
3-10.
